Condition  Terminology  For  Currency 


Gem  Unc.  (Gem  Uncirculated)  -  The  perfect  uncirculated  item,  clean,  bright,  vivid,  crisp  (where  paper  per¬ 
mits),  well-margined,  almost  unimprovable,  without  folds. 

Choice  Unc.  (Choice  Uncirculated)  -  A  lovely  uncirculated  item,  having  only  a  hint  of  aging  or  unevenness 
of  the  margins,  face  or  back,  or  narrow  margins  which  take  it  out  of  the  ''Gem"  class. 

Unc.  (Uncirculated)  -  As  made  or  issued,  but  margins  may  be  poor,  the  item  lightly  aged  or  with  border 
trimming. 

Choice  AU  (Choice  Almost  Uncirculated)  -  Essentially  a  mishandled  uncirculated  item  with  deficiencies 
like  a  corner  fold,  teller  counting  smudge  or  count  wrinkling. 

AU  (Almost  Uncirculated)  -  There  is  one  fold,  a  teller  counting  smudge  or  counting  wrinkling  present. 

EF  (Extremely  Fine)  -  An  item  which  may,  at  first  glance,  look  uncirculated,  but  which  has  several  petty 
folds,  or  a  hard  crease  down  the  center  perhaps  with  corner  folds.  Crisp,  bright,  vivid  and  pleasing,  the 
paper  as  made,  permitting. 

VF  (Very  Fine)  -  Typically  an  item  marked  by  moderate  quarterfolds  with  perhaps  a  few  other  signs  of 
handling.  Should  be  clean,  not  seriously  aged,  torn,  or  pinholed. 

F  (Fine)  -  The  last  grade  of  an  item  in  which  the  paper  still  has  body.  The  folds  are  numerous  and  the 
design  is  beginning  to  show  signs  of  soiling  wear. 

VG  (Very  Good)  -  A  well-circulated  item,  complete,  unimpaired  except  for  petty  tears  and  splits,  pin 
holes,  some  surface  splitting  along  heavy  folds  and  soiling. 

Good  -  An  even  more  heavily  circulated  item  with  body  holes,  petty  tears  and  splits,  very  soiled  and  tired, 
scarcely  legible. 

Fair  -  Heavily  worn,  split,  holed,  up  to  10%  gone,  legibility  seriously  impaired. 

Poor  -  A  mere  remnant,  tattered  and  torn,  scarcely  readable  with  typically  more  than  10%  of  its  surface 
area  gone. 

Abt  (before  a  grade)  -  A  shade  below  the  grade  it  precedes. 

Plus  or  +  (following  a  grade)  -  A  shade  better  than  the  grade. 

VF-EF  (hyphen  between  grades)  -  The  grade  is  about  halfway  between  the  two  grades  shown. 

VF/Good  (slash  between  two  grades)  -  Face  and  back  are  two  different  grades.  The  grade  preceding  the 
slash  is  for  the  face.  The  grade  following  is  for  the  back.

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A  Brief  History  of  the  U.  S.  $2  Biil 


Throughout  history  the  $2  Denomination  (or  2  Pounds,  2 
Francs,  2  Rubles,  etc.)  has  been  accepted  around  the  world 
without  much  fanfare,  but  Americans  have  always  had  a 
love/hate  relationship  with  the  $2  denomination.  It  was  often 
considered  bad  luck  (based  in  part  on  losses  at  the  $2  window 
at  race  tracks),  and  store  cash  drawers  had  no  place  for  it. 
Even  leather  wallets  of  the  last  century  that  had  pre-printed 
partitions  for  various  denominations  generally  ignored  the  $2 
bill.  It  was  a  part  of  various  Colonial  issues,  and  common  in 
countless  private  and  state  issues  of  Obsolete  Currency,  as 
well  as  Confederate  Currency,  indicating  both  an  early  need 
for  it  and  acceptance  of  it,  yet  in  authorizing  America’s  first 
national  currency  in  1812  Congress  ignored  the  denomination, 
and  it  stayed  curiously  ignored  up  until  the  Civil  War. 

With  the  first  issue  of  Legal  Tender  Notes  in  1862  the 
denomination  was  revived  (a  planned  issue  of  $3  notes  to  go 
with  it  was  cancelled).  Though  seldom  encountered  in 
circulation  these  days,  the  denomination  has  endured  ever 
since,  and  is  one  of  the  two  denominations  for  which  the 
Treasury  currently  sells  specially  prepared  slip-cased  sets. 

In  choosing  to  honor  important  individuals  by  placing  their 


portraits  on  the  new  currency.  Congress  chose  Alexander 
Hamilton  for  the  $2  note.  Hamilton  was  a  man  of  strong 
conviction,  who  had  powerful  opponents  for  both  his  political 
and  financial  policies.  Yet  Hamilton  prevailed,  becoming  the 
first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  the  fledgling  country.  He  was 
an  early  staunch  supporter  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States, 
and  architect  of  the  fiscal  model  on  which  our  nation  is  based. 
As  Hamilton  was  perhaps  the  greatest  financial  genius  of  his 
time,  honoring  him  in  some  way  was  a  foregone  conclusion. 
Fittingly,  Hamilton  is  today  buried  in  the  south  part  of  Trinity 
Churchyard  at  the  foot  of  New  York’s  Wall  Street,  the  heart  of 
world  finance,  and  a  bust  of  Hamilton  greets  visitors  to  the 
Museum  of  American  Financial  History  just  a  few  blocks  away. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  $2  bill  has  enjoyed  somewhat  of 
a  renaissance,  and  is  at  the  height  of  its  popularity  with 
collectors.

Serial  Number  1  notes  have  never  been  more 
popular  than  they  are  today,  with  a  number  of  them 
selling  in  the  upper  five  figure  range,  and  one  or  two 
being  offered  in  six  figures.  All,  however,  have  had  one 
thing  in  common  -  they  are  simply  the  first  of  a  type,  the 
first  of  a  particular  series,  or  perhaps  the  first  of  a 
signature  combination.  This  is  the  first  time  in  history 
that  the  very  first  note  of  an  entire  denomination 
has  been  publicly  offered. 

This  historic  note  is  one  of  only  two  known  that 
are  indisputably  the  first  of  their  denomination.  Most 
lower  denominations  were  issued  in  the  War  of  1812 
Series  (which  did  not  include  the  $2  denomination),  and 
as  they  were  nearly  100%  redeemed,  it  would  be  a 
miracle  for  any  Number  1  note  to  survive.  In  fact,  there 
are  no  issued  notes  known  for  any  pre-1861  Federal 
issue  other  than  one  $3  note  and  one  $100  note.  The 
higher  denominations,  which  were  first  issued  after 
1 861 ,  are  all  excessively  rare  or  non-existent  due  to  the 
fact  that  few  people  could  afford  to  have  years  of  wages 
tied  up  in  one  non-interest  bearing  note  for  generations. 
This  brings  us  to  the  $1  denomination.  Like  the  $2,  it 
was  first  issued  in  1862,  and  was  of  a  low  enough 
denomination  to  be  saved.  The  first  $1  bill  ever  issued 
is  in  fact  known,  and  was  a  presentation  piece  that  is 
now  owned  by  the  Chase  Manhattan  Bank,  formerly 
part  of  their  Paper  Money  Museum.  Unlike  the  $1,  the 
first  $2  was  unceremoniously  released  into  circulation, 
and  it  is  a  miracle  that  it  was  saved  after  circulating  as 
long  as  it  did.  The  $1  will  most  likely  never  be  sold, 
leaving  this  $2  as  the  only  true  Number  1  of  a 
denomination  obtainable. 

Given  that  this  is  the  first  note  ever  issued  of  its 
denomination  and  that  no  other  note  available  in  any 
denomination  can  boast  such  distinction,  its  historic 
and  numismatic  importance  are  inestimable.  As 
such,  we  have  woefully  little  basis  on  which  to  form  an 
opinion  of  its  value.  The  records  of  other  Number  1 
notes  selling  in  the  upper  five  figure  to  low  six  figure 
range  can  serve  only  as  a  starting  point,  as  the 
significance  of  those  notes  pales  by  comparison.  As 
unhelpfully  broad  as  it  may  be,  we  can  only  suggest  that 
a  bid  reasonably  well  into  six  figures  will  be  necessary 
to  secure  this  true  museum  piece.

The  History  of  the  Note 

This  note  has  had  only  three  owners  in  the  past  century. 
The  earliest  owner  of  record  is  Abe  Hepner,  who  joined  the 
A.N.A.  in  1900,  and  was  Member  #187.  Hepner  owned  the 
note  for  nearly  half  a  century  before  selling  it  in  the  1 950s.  The 
purchaser  at  that  time  later  exhibited  it  at  the  1971  and  1972 
A.N.A.  Conventions  and  the  1973  G.E.N.A.  Convention,  and  it 
was  written  up  by  Walter  Breen  as  the  First  U.S.  $2  bill.  Our 
consignor  quietly  obtained  the  note  from  that  exhibitor,  and 
has  owned  it  for  the  past  few  decades. 


Another  Pretender  to  the  Title 

A  few  years  ago  another  Serial  Number  1  $2  note  was 
offered  as  “Possibly”  the  first  $2  Bill.  The  thorough  analysis  in 
Martin  Gengerke's  United  States  Paper  Money  Records 
debunked  the  claim,  and  the  note  has  since  been  auctioned 
twice  for  what  it  really  is  -  a  true  Serial  Number  1  note,  but 
from  a  later  series,  with  the  Series  Number  removed  from  the 
right  side  of  the  note. 


Technical  Analysis 


Enlargement  of  The  Serial  Number  & 

Series  Designation  of  The  First  U.S.  $2  Bill 

Research  on  the  early  issues  of  the  United  States  has 
been  difficult  due  to  the  fact  that  Treasury  and  Bank  Note 
Company  records  are  widely  scattered;  some  are  in 
government  hands,  some  are  owned  by  the  current 
descendants  of  the  early  Bank  Note  Companies,  some  are  in 
private  hands,  and  some  are  missing.  In  spite  of  this,  diligent 
research,  much  not  yet  published,  by  Douglas  D.  Murray, 
author  of  The  Comprehensive  Catalog  of  United  States 
Large  Size  Star  Notes,  Martin  Gengerke,  author  of  United 
States  Paper  Money  Records,  and  Gene  Messier,  author  of 
the  Comprehensive  Catalog  of  U.S.  Paper  Money  and 
countless  articles,  all  support  and  converge  on  one  fact  -  this 
is  without  doubt  The  First  $2  Bill  Printed  by  the  United 
States  of  America. 

As  no  pre-1861  Federal  emissions  included  the  $2 
denomination,  the  first  $2  bills  were  produced  in  July,  1862  for 
the  Legal  Tender  Series.  For  security  reasons,  responsibility 
for  the  production  of  plates  and  notes  for  the  various 
denominations  were  divided  between  the  American  Bank  Note 
Company  and  the  National  Bank  Note  Company  -  the  two 
private  companies  that  held  the  Federal  contract  at  the  time. 
However,  in  the  final  operation,  the  Treasury  Seals  were 
printed  on  the  notes  and  the  notes  separated  at  the  National 
Currency  Bureau,  the  forerunner  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing. 

The  serial  numbering  mechanism  employed  by  both 
Bank  Note  Companies  had  only  five  digits,  so  it  was 
necessary  to  print  the  notes  in  "series".  Each  Series  of 
100,000  notes  began  with  Number  1  and  ran  to  99999,  with 
Serial  Number  100000  being  set  by  hand.  All  denominations 
(except  the  $1)  produced  by  the  American  Bank  Note 
Company  began  with  notes  bearing  no  series  number  (i.e.  the 
well  known  and  very  rare  Fr.61),  and  continued  with  Series  2, 
3,  etc.  All  denominations  (including  the  $2  but  not  the  $100) 
produced  by  the  National  Bank  Note  Company  began  with 
Series  1,  continuing  with  Series  2,  3,  etc.  As  17,030,000  $2 
notes  were  produced,  the  last  note  was  Serial  Number  30000 
in  Series  171.  It  is  estimated  from  the  Gengerke  census  of 
existing  notes  that  Fr.41a  ran  from  Series  1.  Number  1 
through  Series  88,  Number  10000,  whereupon  Fr.41 
commenced  with  Series  88,  Number  10001  and  continued 
through  to  the  end  of  the  issue.  Offered  here  is  a  Fr.41  a.  with 
Serial  Number  1  and  "Series  1.",  as  required  by  the  above 
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the  above  facts. 

Doug  Murray  has  graciously  given  us  a  tantalizing  bit 
of  his  unpublished  research.  Unknown  until  now  is  the  fact 
that  two  different  Treasury  Seals  were  used  on  the  1862 
Legal  Tender  Notes.  The  original  seal,  with  a  nearly  solid 
background,  was  used  for  only  a  short  time  before  being 
redesigned  with  a  totally  different  “rays”  or  “spokes" 
background  just  days  or  weeks  into  the  $2  issue.  Only  five  of 
these  original  seals  are  known  on  a  $2  note,  all  naturally  in 
“Series  1.”  and  all  within  the  first  10,000  notes  printed.  As  this 
was  the  first  note  of  the  denomination,  it  naturally  has  the 
correct  original  seal,  not  the  redesigned  seal. 


Thus  the  Fr.41a  Series  1.  Serial  Number  1  being 
offered  has  met  all  known  tests  to  unequivocally  qualify  it  as 
the  very  first  $2  bill: 

-  It  has  the  proper  National  Bank  Note  Company  and 
American  Bank  Note  Company  credit  logos. 

-  It  is  from  “Series  1.  ”  and  has  the  proper  style  “1.  ”  as  used  by 
the  National  Bank  Note  Company. 

-  It  has  the  original  ‘iilled-in  background”  Treasury  Seal  which 
was  modified  long  before  the  first  series  was  completed. 

-  It  is  lacking  a  face  plate  number,  as  is  true  of  all  notes 
observed  in  Series  1.  and  Series  2.  (reason  unknown). 

Accompanying  this  note  are  letters  from  Gene  Messier, 
Douglas  D.  Murray  and  Martin  Gengerke,  all  authenticating 
this  note  as  the  first  U.S.  $2  bill. 

In  summary,  we  feel  this  Is  not  only  the  most  exciting 
note  we  have  offered  in  our  200+  auctions,  but  is  without 
doubt  the  most  important  note  made  available  to 
collectors  in  several  generations.  It  is  justly  deserving  of  a 
prominent  niche  in  the  finest  museum,  and  if  indeed  it  is 
acquired  by  a  museum  it  may  never  again  be  available.

For  those  interested  in  Number  1  notes,  we 
should  mention  that  of  the  many  possible  combinations 
of  the  1915  and  1918  series  and  the  twelve  districts, 
only  four  Number  1  $5  notes  are  known  -  the  New 
York  note  offered  here,  the  Cleveland  note  from  the 
James  Thompson  and  Andrew  Shiva  collections,  the 
Atlanta  note,  which  is  in  lower  grade  and  still  part  of  an 
uncut  sheet,  and  the  Chicago  note,  permanently 
impounded  in  a  government  collection  (as  are  most  of 
the  Number  1  Chicago  notes). 

This  sheet  has  been  graded  “Superb  Gem  New” 
in  the  past,  and  the  Number  3  and  4  notes  are  certainly 
at  least  that  nice.

The  Rare  and  Controversial 
Republic  of  Hawaii 
Uncancelled  $10  Gold  Certificate 


1510  $10  Republic  of  Hawaii  Gold  Certificate.  Issue  of 
1895  -  Act  No. 19.  Series  B.  Medlar  2PR-7.  Auxiliary 
steamship.  Sugar  cane  wagon.  Woman  faces  left.  The 
bright,  boldly-printed  front  designs  are  highlighted  by  a 
golden  yellow  counterfeit  prevention  tint  screen.  The 
back  is  golden  orange  throughout  and  features  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  1894  Republic  of  Hawaii. 
Uncancelled.  Hand-signed  by  Hawaiian  Minister  of 
Finance,  Henry  Cooper,  and  H.H.  Wright  as  Registrar 
of  Public  Accounts.  Printed  by  American  Banknote 
Company,  NY.  At  first  glance,  the  front  appears  to  be 
Almost  Uncirculated.  There  is  a  vertical  center  fold, 
clearly  visible  from  the  back,  but  hardly  noticeable  from 
the  front.  A  tiny  pinch  at  the  top  of  the  vertical  center 
fold  is  mentioned  for  accuracy,  as  is  minor  age  toning 
at  the  extreme  edges  of  the  upper  and  lower  margins. 
Unquestionably  the  finest  issued,  uncancelled. 
Republic  of  Hawaii  Gold  Certificate  in  existence,  either 
in  public  or  private  hands.  Technically  Very  Fine- 
Extremely  Fine,  perhaps  better.  ($20,000-30,000) 

Previously  reported  as  “unknown”,  the  uncancelled 
$10  Republic  of  Hawaii  Gold  Certificate  of  1895  is  obviously  a 
great  rarity,  but  determining  just  where  to  place  it  in  an 
auction  catalogue  is  a  matter  of  great  numismatic 
controversy.  The  Series  of  1895  notes  are  important  to 
collectors  of  U.S.  paper  money.  International  paper  money, 
and  Hawaiian  paper  money  as  well,  for  reasons  that  will 
become  apparent. 

,  In  1891,  the  last  King  of  Hawaii,  Kalakaua,  died  during 
a  Royal  visit  to  California.  The  new  monarch  was  his  sister, 
Liliuokalani.  She  was  determined  to  restore  absolute  power  to 
the  Native  Hawaiians  under  her  leadership,  in  spite  of  the 
Constitution  of  1887,  by  which  non-native  land  owners  had 
severely  limited  her  powers  and  in  all  fairness,  had  violated 
the  rights  of  the  Native  Hawaiians. 

This  did  not  go  unnoticed  in  California  by  the  American 
merchants  and  politicians  whose  interests  related  to  the 
island  kingdom.  In  1892,  Henry  B.  Cooper,  who  later  signed 
this  note  as  Minister  of  Finance,  came  to  Honolulu  to  discuss 
these  matters  with  Lorin  Thurston,  a  former  Hawaiian 
Royalist  whose  past  “patriotic  enthusiasm”  for  the  royal 


kingdom  was  now  greatly  diminished.  Cooper  hinted  that  he 
thought  Liliuokalani  was  a  dangerous  woman,  and  he  asked 
Thurston  if  there  was  any  real  support  for  annexation  by  the 
United  States.  Thurston  assured  Cooper  that  there  was,  and 
the  result  was  the  Annexation  Club,  a  secret  group  dedicated 
to  what  was  then  the  treasonous  overthrow  of  the  Royal 
Government. 

In  1893  the  political  environment  in  Hawaii  was 
shaken.  Early  in  the  year  Queen  Liliuokalani  forcibly  tried  to 
replace  the  existing  constitution  of  1887  with  one  of  her  own 
design.  Alarmed  by  this  unprecedented  and  unconstitutional 
act,  the  annexationists,  with  the  unauthorized  connivance  of 
American  Minister  John  L.  Stevens,  helped  capture  the  Post 
Office  and  key  positions  in  the  Royal  Palace.  They 
denounced  the  queen  and  established  a  provisional 
government.  The  timing  of  these  events  was  unfortunate  for 
the  annexationists  as  Grover  Cleveland,  newly  elected  as 
President  of  the  United  States  in  March  of  1893,  had  little 
sympathy  for  their  cause  due  to  the  fact  that  the  intervention 
by  U.S.  troops  was  unauthorized  by  officials  in  Washington. 
Furthermore,  Cleveland  was  convinced  that  the  majority  of 
the  native  Hawaiians  were  not  in  favor  of  annexation. 

On  July  4th,  1894,  the  annexationists,  temporarily 
stalled,  formed  a  provisional  government.  They  appointed  as 
their  president  Sanford  Dole,  the  former  Associate  Justice  of 
the  Hawaiian  Supreme  Court  1887-93,  and  the  head  of  the 
revolutionary  provisional  government  in  1893.  (The  Dole 
name  should  be  familiar  to  anyone  who  has  eaten  a  Hawaiian 
pineapple.)  All  of  this  occurred  on  the  remote  islands  in 
opposition  to  the  interests  of  the  deposed  queen  and  without 
the  consent  of  the  United  States  government. 

The  new  Republic  would  need  bank  notes,  and  these 
were  authorized  under  its  Act  #19  of  1895.  An  order  was 
placed  with  the  American  Bank  Note  Company  for  a  series  of 
Gold  Certificates  consisting  of  3,000  $5's.  3,000  $10's.  2,000 
$20’s,  1,600  $50's  and  900  SWO's,  but  the  notes  languished 
in  a  vault  somewhere. 
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When  Grover  Cleveland  left  office  in  March  of  1897, 
the  position  of  the  United  States  under  its  new  President , 
William  McKinley,  shifted  toward  annexation  of  the  Islands. 
Early  in  1898  the  U.S.  Senate  debated  annexation  and  ruled 
favorably.  In  May,  the  House  Committee  on  Foreign 
Relations  did  the  same.  Finally,  on  July  7,  1898,  President 
McKinley  signed  the  resolution  and  sovereignty  of  the  Islands 
lA^as  transferred  to  the  United  States  at  a  ceremony  held  in 
Honolulu. 

On  October  20,  1899,  while  under  the  sovereignty  of 
the  U.S.  government  (but  without  its  immediate  knowledge), 
the  appointed  Minister  of  Finance  Henry  Cooper  (who  seven 
years  earlier  had  set  the  wheels  of  annexation  in  motion) 
released  $100,000  worth  of  Republic  of  Hawaii  Gold 
Certificates  into  circulation.  A  few  weeks  later  he  released  an 
additional  $55,000  worth. 

In  1900,  Hawaii  was  organized  as  a  Territory  of  the 
United  States,  and  these  notes  circulated  as  legal  tender  until 
January  1,  1905.  Therefore,  they  circulated  as  legal  tender  in 
a  Territory  of  the  United  States.  This  is  a  powerful  argument 
for  Including  them  in  any  comprehensive  collection  of  United 
States  paper  money. 

The  Republic  of  Hawaii  $10  Gold  Certificate  of  1895  is 
an  outstanding  rarity.  According  to  the  public  records  of  the 
Republic  of  Hawaii,  this  note  should  not  even  exist!  In  the 
second  edition  of  Hawaiian  Money,  Standard  Cataiogue 
1991,  authors  Medcalf  and  Russell  state  that  only  $140  worth 
of  Republic  of  Hawaii  Gold  Certificates  remained  outstanding 
in  1916.  The  records  showed  that  only  a  $100  Gold 
Certificate  and  two  $20  Gold  Certificates  had  not  been 
redeemed.

Donald  Medcalf ’s  father,  Gordon,  saw  the  original 
government  records,  and  verified  the  above  report  of  notes 
outstanding.  He  reminded  Donald  that  U.S.  Government 
records  concerning  National  Bank  Notes  of  the  same  era 
show  similar  minor  discrepancies,  and  that  notes  (and  even 
entire  bank  issues)  occasionally  appear  that  are  not  in  the 
official  records. 

Please  be  aware  that  the  correct  series  designation  for 
these  notes  should  be  “Republic  of  Hawaii  Gold  Certificates 
1895”,  a  correction  that  will  appear  in  the  next  edition  of  the 
Medcalf  and  Russell  book. 

We  cannot  overemphasize  the  importance  of  this  note 
either  for  the  Hawaiian  specialist  or  for  the  most  astute 
collector  of  American  paper  money.  Its  rarity  is  well 
established,  and  it  is  the  condition  census  note  for  the 
entire  series.  Worthy  of  a  premium  bid,  we  expect  it  to 
establish  a  new  benchmark  for  this  exciting  and  seemingly 
undervalued  area.
